AUTO CLUB INDORSES RISE 
IN CITY GASOLINE TAX 


Insists That Provision for Jan. 31, 
1933 Limit Be Retained, 
However. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Automobile Club of Missouri has 
notified Comptroller Nolte that it 
indorses the ordinance, expected to 
be passed today, for increasing the 
city gasoline tax from 42 cent to 

cent a gallon a as temporary 
measure to provide funds for pub- 
lic relief work. toy F. Britton, 
president of the club, wrote that 
the indorsement was conditional 
on retention in the bill of a pro- 
vision that the increase shall be 
effective only until Jan. 31, 1833. 

When Nolte advocated the gaso- 
line tax increase last autumn as a 
permanent means of increasing 
municipal revenue the automobile 
club opposed it. The Board of 
Aldermen failed to pass the in- 
crease then. Britton asserted that 
the $360,000 additional .revenue 
anticipated from the higher tax 
might not materialize because of 
a tendency for purchasers to go to 
St. Louis County. The Board of 
Aldermen has adopted a resolution 
asking the suburban towns to make 
corresponding tax increases for re- 
lief.

No statement was given out as 
to the deliberations of the Commit- 
tee of Nine, which consists of Rand, 
Busch, Weisenburger, “Williams, A. 
L. Shapleigh, Morton J. May, C. W. 
Gaylord, Charles Nagel and John 8S. 
Leahy. 

Mayor’s “Assessment” Plan. 

The only plan thus far made 
public for raising money from pri- 
vate sources has been that of the 
Mayor, which was presented Thurs- 
day to the conference and referred 
to the Committee of Nine for con- 
sideration. The Mayor’s plan is to 
“assess’’ business firms and wealthy 
persons, according to their re- 
sources as shown by public records, 
and.to request a certain sum from 
each, with the purpose of ,making 
public the response made in every 
instance, 

Passage of the $100,000 appro- 
priation bill for relief, and of two 
of the Comptroller’s emergency 
special tax bills, the gasoline and 
parking lot taxes, is scheduled for 
this afternoon's special session of 
the Board of Aldermen. 
will be ready for the Mayor's signa- 
nature tomorrow, and will be effec- 
tive immediately. The Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, in ap- 
proving the measures Friday, speci- 
fied that none of the city’s appro- 
priation should be paid out until an 
equal sum is raised from private 
sources. 

The Board, of Estimate has an- 
nounced that it will adhere to the 
plan of requiring the city’s appro- 
priations to be matched, dollar for 
dollar, by money raised otherwise 
than. by taxation. The Citizens’ 
Committee on Reliet and Employ- 
ment, which dispenses the _ relief 
funds, has been declining new ap- 
plications for several days, but is 
continuing its aid to 60,000 persons 
previously on its list. relying on the 
prospect of resources through city 
appropriations and private funds 
to match them. When it has the 
money in hand, the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee will resume general relief 
work. 

1990 Applications Denied. 

Relief agencies of the committee 
reported they were forced to deny 
1990 new applications for aid last 
week. These, it is estimated, in- 
volved about 5800 individuals. 
There were 1326 applications from 
families, 5% from single men and 
102 from single women. In some 
cases where help could be given 
without expenditure of money,. by 
offering advice or interceding with 
others, that was done. 

Workers at the agencies said 
several who were refused assistance 
early in the week returned later, 
hoping that an exception would be 
made in the more desperute cases, 
but these.again were turned away. 

The Comptroller expects the city 
gasoline tax increase, from %-cent 
to 1 cent a gallon, to yield $360,000 
a year, and expects about $40,000 
from the tax of 1 cent a square foot 
on parking lots.

Girl, 7, Who Disappeared 
Wednesday, Found Slain 
in Second-Floor Room of 


Vacant House. 


By the Associated Preas, 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 8.—At- 


tacked and choked to death, the 
body of 7-year-old Dorothy Lutz, 
who had been missing’ since 
Wednescay, was found today in a

The body was found by two po- 
licemen. who were among several

The girl was last seen by her 
mother, Mrs. Florence Lutz, when 
she left the house to play. Sev- 
eral reports were received that 1 
child answering her description 
had been seen talking to men on 
the street some distance from her 
home, but investigation did not 
disclose any workable clew along 
these lines. 

Mrs. “.utz is a widow of three 
weeks. She recently moved to her 
present home from another sec- 
tion of Philadelphia and her father, 
Miles Hood, took up residence with 
her. , 

The body. was left as it was 
found until fingerprint experts ar- 
rived and made a close examina- 
tion of the girl’s torn clothing. 
Later it was taken to the Morgue 
for an autopsy. 

The discovery followed receipt 
today by Mrs. Lutz of several 
threatening Ictters, but police said 
they thought there was no connec- 
tion between them and the child's 
death. 

Assistant Suverintendent of Po- 
lice J. A. Lestrange, said a police 
surgeon's examination showed the 
child had been dead in all prob- 
abiilty since last Friday. 

“The house has been searched 
from top to bottom and finger 
prints have been discovered in sev- 
eral places,’ he said. Lestrange al- 
so said he believed the child had 
been taken into a nearby court or 
alley and then dragged into the 
house through a cellar window. The 
first floor door had been -kept 
closed with a nail. 

The child’s grandfather, Hood,

Possunt quia 
posse videntur: Success comes to' 
those who aré resolved *to suc- 
ceed.” Sir John summed up the 
British proposals thus: “We accept 
as a basis for our further discus- 
sions the general scheme of the 
draft of the disarmament conven- 
tion. We accept, in general, the 
methods and limitations with ref- 
erence to the establishment of 
maxima contained in the conven- 
tion. We support the establish- 
ment of a permanent disarmament 
commission. We urge the aboli- 
tion of gas and chemical warfare. 
We press for the abolition of sub- 
marines. 
For Defensive Forces. 

“The abolition of conscription is, 
as we realize, a subject with con- 
troversial aspects, but we seek and 
urge upon others the most practi- 
cal course for limiting by agree- 
ment the number of effectives. 

“The temptation to resort to 
armed. conflict is obviously  re- 
duced if defense is strengthened at 
the expense of attack and since our 
common object is not to increase, 
but to diminish the sum total of 
armaments and their expense, it 
follows that we must 4Girect special 
attention to such limitations as will 
weaken attack and so remove 
temptation.” 

The Present Paradox. 

The war-like activities in the Far 
East, he said, merely reinforced 
the urgent necessity of achieving a 
i reduction of armaments. “A para- 
dox is being pointed out,” he said, 
“that while disarmament is being 
discussed at Géneva, in the Far 
East arnaments are being em- 
ployed, bombs are dropping from 
the skies, troops are now on the 
move and the ideals of the covenant 
are in jeopardy. 

“T don’t agree with those who 
suggest that this paradox makes 


the accepted time for the promo- 
tion of disarmament; the work of ef- 
fective international disarmament 
will not be rendered easier, but 
will become more difficult as the 
years go on, unless we accomplish 
something now.” | ee 

The memories of those who went 
through the horrors of the World 
War are fading, he said, and many 
men and women who are partici- 
pating in the direction of public 
affairs have no real and personal 
knowledge of the events of 1914- 
1918. 

Emphasizing the difference in 
armaments of victor and vanquish- 
ed nations, he proposed “a practical 
application of a system of-agreed 
limitation of armaments by the es- 
tablishment of a fair datum line as 
between states.’’ 

Fixing. Arms Limit. 

“In seeking to fix the proper limit 
in each case,” he said, “we cannot 
expect to arrive at a mathematical 
correspondence in actual figures for 
considerations of size and geo- 
graphy and special needs all _ in- 
troduce factors of variation; na- 
tional circumstances vary and 
armaments may vary with them. A 
state that has been reducing its 
armaments in recent years will na- 
turally and properly expect this 
fact to be borne in mind and that is 
why I dwell upon the importance 
of éstablishing upon sound princi- 
plés the conception of a datum line 
in order that wé may effectively 
enter upon the task of further re- 
duction of armaments together.” 

Dino Grandi, head of the Italian 
delegation; Maxim Litvinoff, head 
of the Russell delegation, and 
Andre Tardieu, French spokesman, 
all had telephone gear at their 
ears to get the translation of Sir 
John’s speech as it was read. The 
Japanese delegation made hasty 
notes as he spoke. 


“Illusion of Security.” 

In remarks which appeared to 
be directed e8pecially toward the 
French delegation, Sir John de- 
clared: 

“Disarmament is pursued first 
and foremost as an effective meth- 
od of buttressing peace and limit- 
ing the risks and sufferings of 
sudden and devastating war. 

“In this respect an immense 
change has come over the judg- 
‘ment of the world, The proposition 
that the peace of the world is to be 
secured by preparihg for war is no 
longer believed by anybody, for re- 
cent history manifestly disproves 
it. A high level of armaments is 
no substitute for  sectrity. As 
best it only creates the illy- | 
sion of security in one quarter 
while at the samé time aggravat- 
ing the sense of insecurity in an- 
other. ‘ 

“The security which we set be- 
fore us as our ideal is security for 
all, and security for all fundamen- 
tally depénds on armament reduc- 
tion. 

Por General Reduction. 

“Armaments are symptoms of a 
pathological condition, Piling up 
atfmaments.is, at beat, an attempt 
to rid one’s self of the plague by 
infecting one’s neighbors. A dis- 
tracted mankind may feel that 
armaments are inevitable, but as an 
instrument for world peace we 
know that they are uséless. 

“Our problem, therefore, is to 
deliver the world from déspair and 
to do so, not by exhausting our- 
selves.over melancholy refiections, 
but by a resolute course of prac- 
tical and applied energy.

“Nothing in Plan That Pre- 
vents Collaboration of 
_ America,” He Declares in 
Radio Address. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Switzerland, Feb. 3.— 
Andre Tardieu, French delegate to 
the world disarmament conference, 
pleaded with the American people 
in a radio speech last night to sup- 
port the ~rench provosal to give 
the League of Nations an interna- 
tional police. ; 
The conference for the reduction 
and limitation of arm:.ments is “the 
greatest opportunity the world has 
had in 12 year:,” Tazdieu said. Tar- 
dieu declared the ‘rench scheme, 
presented Friday, “invites the Unit- 
ed States to seek ways and means 
of co-operation.” 
“TI see nothing in t:e French pro- 
posal that seems directed against 
the collaboration c the United 
States,”” he added. “We desire to 
strengthen the League. Surel) it is 
in the interests of the United States 
as a world power to collaborate 
with an organization that includes 
more than 560 states. 
Refers to Kellogg Pact. 

“For several years you have ac- 
tively collaborated in the work of 
the Preparatory Committee. As 
signatories of the Kellog. pact, 
which outlaws war and provides for 
pacific settlement vf all disputes, 
how should you not wish to collab- 
orate with the League of Nations 
when it is endeavoring to combat 
war and strengthen peace? 
“The French scheme explicitly in- 
vites the United States to seek ways 
and means of co-operation.” 
Tardieu said he realized the Unit- 
ed States was not menaced as were 
European countries by certain new 
weapons such as airplanes, but said 
modifications of the French scheme 
would be made to suit local condi- 
tions. The French proposal sug- 
gests that air forces of nations in 
the League be made available for 
the contempiated polic. force. 

Not Political Mov:2. 
He denied that the French pro- 
posal was a diplomatic or political 
move. France, he explained, pre- 
sented the -cheme after the con- 
ference direct rate was formed Fri- 
day in order to furnish an imme- 
diate basis for discussion, thus fol- 
lowing an example of the American 
delegation at the Washington Naval 
Conference in 1922. 
Signatories of the League's cove- 
nant “have to choose once and for 
all,” he said, between the French 
plan and a League paralyzed by ex- 
cessive resistance based on the na- 
tional sovereignty of each country. 
“France has made her choice,” 
he added. “She expects ofher na- 
tions to do likewise.”’ 


LENTEN SERMONS ON ECONOMIC 
DISTRESS SUGGESTED BY POPE 


“Man’s Riches Are Becoming His 
Thorns,” Says Pontiff, Quot- 
ing St. Gregory. 
By the Associated Prees. 
VATICAN CITY, Feb. 8&—The 
economic distress, the world wun- 
employment problem and other is- 
sues common to all countries were 
suggested today by Pope Pius as 
subjects for Lenten preachers in 
the Catholic churches. 
The divine word that “man shall 
be punished in those same things 
by which he sinned” has come 
true, sai@ the pontiff; events have 
shown the “impotence of man” and 
revealed that “help from the hand 
of God is indispensable.” 
There is “a new paganism,” said 
the Pope, “a materialization in all 
walks of life. Men still think that 
money is everything. They seek it 
as a means to enjoyment, to power 
and to domination. Thus, as St. 
Gregory the Great said, “man’s 
riches are becoming his thorns.” 
The world’s hopes of conferences 
on disarmaments and reparations 
are “oppressed by afflictions, and 
there is always greater pessimism,” 
said the pontiff, urging, therefore, 
that the preachers spread “not 


| pessimism but optimism” and seek 


to “fortify souls.”” ‘ 
“In the midst of all this trouble, 
of conflicts, of poverty, never an 
eye is turned to heaven,” he said.

Announcement of completion of 
the investigation was made yester- 
day by Sanford Bates, director of 
Federal penal institutions, simulta- 
heously with word that White is to 
be transferred temporarily to a 
new penal farm at El Paso, Tex. 

Three of the convicts participat- 
ing in the December break were 
killed, the others captured.

the penitentiary three days before 
the break, in a barrel of shoe paste

New Task for White. 
“The Department of Justice is on 
March 1 opening a new penal farm 
at El Paso, Tex.

STREETS OF POLES OUTLINED 


Director of Public Utilities Pritch- 
ard Afinounces Plan to Remove 
Obstructions. 


Streets to be cleared of electric 


light, telegraph and telephone poles 
and wires in the next five years 
were anounced today at a meeting 
at the office of Director of Public 
Utilities Pritchard. 

It is the custom of the city to 
announce annually its program five 
years ahead under an ordinance 
passed in 1914 which provides for 
the clearings of four miles of 
streets each year.

Gillis Grafstorehm of Sweden, de- 
fending Olympics champion who 
was suffering from water on the 
knee until a few days ago, gave a 
good performance in the difficult 
“rockers’’ and “counters” as the 
men’s figure skating opened today 
in the arena. Karl Schaefer of 
Austria, world’s champion, got a 
great ovation as he took the ice. 

As the field in the men’s school 
figures worked through the first

three,” it was the consensus of the 
experts that the old rivals, Schae- 
fer and Grafstroehm, were well out 
in front of the field. 

Schaefer, a dark, calm, confident 
young man from Vienna, was off to 
a brilliant start in the “rockers” 
and ‘“‘counters,” while Grafstroehm, 
whom the Austrians accused of 
contracting a convenient case of 
water on the knee in order to pro- 
vide an advance alibi in case of 
defeat, was obviously nervous. His 
figures seemed too: large and there 
was a trace of indecision in his 
graceful maneuvers. 

Starting the difficult change 
double three, however, Grafstroehm 
improved tremendously and looked 
every bit the world champion as he 
glided about three circles he had 
made, reversing on one foot three 
times in each circle. His figures 
were about perfect in this move- 
ment, 

Roger Turner, United States 
champion; Montgomery Wilson of 
Canada; Marcus Nikkanen, Finnish 
title holder, all were impressive as 
they swept patiently through the 
somewhat drab maneuvers.

GENEVA, Feb. 8.—International 


observers investigating events at 
Shanghai have reported that Jap- 
anese business has suffered heavily 
from the boycott imposed last July. 

A report embodying the first con- 
clusions of this commission, meet- 


ing under the auspices of the 
League of Nations, was published 
tonight by the League secretariat. 
It asserted the boycott was fos- 
tered by anti-Japanese associations 
and that Chinese who evaded it 
were fined and imprisoned and 
were unable to obtain redress 
through the regular court channels. 
The document was dated Feb. 6 
and acknowledged that the com- 
mittee met “with the co-operation 
of Mr. Cunningham, United States 
Consul General.” 
A spirit of bitter hostility de- 
veloped, the report said, and stu- 
dent manifestations and a demand 
for war increased. In this state of 
tension incidents of violence were 
frequent, the report went on, and 
there were derogatory references 
by Chinese to the Emperor of Ja- 
pan. 
The report then gave a detailed 
description of the progress of 
events. First, it said, there was an 
attack on five Japanese, including 
some Buddhist monks, on Jan. 18. 
There followed an attack on the 
Sanye Towel factory by Japanese 
youths on Jan. 20,-and a clash in 
the Shanghai International Settle- 
ment between Japanese residents 
and Settlement police. Then came 
an.ultimatum from the Japanese 
consul to the Mayor of Greater

Shanghai on Jan. 24. 
Demands Are Accepted. 

The Chinese Mayor tried to in- 
duce Chinese leaders to settle the 
boycott on Jan. 27, the report said. 
and the Japanese consul served no- 
tice that a satisfactory reply must 
be made by 6 p. m. of the follow- 
ing day. 

The next day the municipal 
Council proclaimed a state of emer- 
gency, which was equivalent to 
serving notice on commanders of 
various national forces that they 
were expected to defend their sec- 
tions. The same afternoon the 
Mayor accepted the Japanese de- 
mands in their entirety. 

At 11 p. m. on Jan. 28, the re- 
port continued, the Japanese Ad- 
miral declared he had decided to 
send troops to Chapei, where Japa- 
nese nationals were living in large 
naimbers, for the enforcement of 
law and order. 

At midnight as 
were advancing to their various 
stations they attempted to pass 
through the gates dividing the In- 
ternational Settlement from _ the 
Chinese on Honan road but were 
prevented by the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps from doing so. 

Chinese Resist Invaders. 

The report said it would appear, 
however, that the Chinese military 
authorities did not comply with 
demands of the Japanese Admiral 
to withdraw their troops particu- 
larly because it would have been 
impossible in the short time at 
their disposal to carry out a with- 
drawal in that area. The Japanese 
marines consequently met with re- 
sistance from Chinese troops. 
The report continued: 


“The Mayor Shahghai has 
launched a protest against the 
Japanese action with consular au- 
thorities. Japanese authorities 
contend their action was not con- 
nected with the demands they had 
made and which had been accept- 
ed, but was based on the necessity 
of protecting the Japanese popula-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A total 
just under 11 billion dollars is the 
estimate’of the cost of prohibition 
made by the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment. 

This figure was given in a state- 
ment issued by the organization 
yesterday, again calling on Con- 
gress to submit the question of re- 
peal to the people. The association 
also estimated cost of enforcement 
at $370,000,000 and the “national 
drink bill” at $28,414,949,600. 

“We are prepared,” said the 
statement, “to substantiate every 
one of the foregoing figures. Where 
they have not heen lifted bodily 
from Federal official reports, they 
are sound estimates, which will suc- 
cessfully withstand the scrutiny of 
any statistician who is impartial 
and competent.’’ 

In a letter to members of Con- 
gress, Henry H. Curran, president 
of the association, said: “I am con- 
fident that, in the light of the to- 
tals in this 12-year bill, you will be 
better able to form an opinion as 
to whether the people opposing na- 
tional prohibition are justified in 
their contention that ; they have 
paid enough.”’ 

Curran presented the following 
figures covering a period from Jan- 
uary, 1920, to July 30, 1931, citing 
that the totals are Federal only 
and “do not include returns from 
other than United States Govern- 
ment agencies:

Mr. Hoover's Artificial Remedies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OLITICAL expediency does not mix 
P with sound economics. Perhaps that 

explains the curious pronouncements 
from Washington, 

Bank credits are reaching new lows 
because business is stagnant and money 
is idle, 80 Washington organizes an addi- 
tional two billion dollars of credit. Se- 
curity prices have been sinking too low, 
s0 Washington is going to force two bil- 
lions of new bonds on an unwilling mar- 
ket. If Washington would only balance 
the national budget, Government bonds 
would go back to par and all other se- 
curities would be helped. Balancing the 
budget is not good politics. 

Hoarding is not due merely to perver- 
sity or contrarihess. If people think dol- 
lars are going up in purchasing power, 
they have just as much reason for buying 
dollars as any other kind of investment. 
Where to put the dollars is a problem 
they would be glad to have solved, and 
almost any hoarder would be willing to 
deposit his dollars in the Federal Reserve 
or the Postal Savings Banik, if guaranteed 
immediate répayment in gold upon his 
demand. Instead Of meeting that condi- 
tion as it exists, Hoover sounds a blast 
about the évils of hoarding and calls a 
“eonférence of leaders.” Everybody 
knows the conference will be a failure 
and that Hoover’s message that every- 
body is doing it will merely make matters 
worse. 

Why not face the facts and admit that 
inflation having ended, we are now ex- 
periencing a tremendous readjustment? 
That is all there is to it. Prices must 
come down to values and the incidental 
adjustments must be completed. MDelay- 
ing those adjustments merely makes mat- 
ters worse. The natural laws of econom- 
ics will straighten everything out 
promptly and successfully if they are not 
too much interfered with and do not suf- 
fer too many noble experiments. 

The trouble with Hoover is fundamen- 
tal. He belongs to a purely modern 
echool of promoters who think there is a 
synthetic way of reproducing all of na- 
ture’s works.

When the disarmament conference of 1927 assem- 
bled at Geneva, Russia proposed that all the nations 
completely disatm. France matches this grotesque 
suggestion at the present Géneva conference by sug- 
gesting that all seuper-power be turned over to the 
League of Nations. 

The Covenant of the League lays down exactly such 


become the hope of the world. We have no means of 
knowing what progréss toward this goal might have 
been made since the World War had the United States 
not stayed out of the League and so rendered it impo- 
tent. Gov. Roosévelt feels that the League is con- 
cerned only with the affairs of Europe, but that does 
not satisfy a widespread belief that its sphere of 
interest might be greater if the United States were 
in it.

It is a good time to discuss it, 
for the world was never in such a plight as it is 
today. In the months through which this debate 
will proceed, it is possible that the necessities of 
men everywhere will compel a point of view not pos- 
sible at Geneva now. Politicians, as we have just seen 
in the cases of Messrs. Roosevelt and Baker at a time 
when there was no occasion for either of them to 
say anything about the League, assume that the peo- 
ple of the United States are against joining it. They 
have made of it a political bugaboo, the effect of 
which is to put the people of the United States on 
the side @f the status quo. What is the status quo? 

The world is groaning under a burden of armament 
which it cannot support. Nationalism has risen to 
such fever heat that trade cannot move over tariff 
walls. The confidence of men in one another was 
never so low as we see it today. The disaster to the 
international economy which has resulted from such 
follies as war debts, reparations, tariffs, saber-rattling 
and inter-tribal hates and fears, is without precedent 
in history. There is hardly a country upon earth 
which is not in trouble. There is scarcely a treasury 
anywhere with anything in it. The fleets of mer- 
chant ships tied up for want of trade in almost 
every great shipping port on the seven seas are a 
sufficient commentary upon the universal par- 
alysis and stagnation.

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WHY OUR FORCES ARE IN CHINA. 

This country has joined other Powers in seeking 
to bring diplomatic pressure in the Far East and end 
the warfare there, but the reinforcement of our mili- 
tary and naval forces there has nothing to do with 
these efforts. The 20 warships and almost 6000°so)- 
diets, sailors and marines now on the scene of the 
Shanghai disturbance are, rather, for the protection 
of American civilians, of whom there are about 9000 
in all China, with 3600 in Shanghai and 200 in Nan- 
king. The American policy, however, is not to rush 
in enough troops to gnable our citizens to carry on 
their occupations as usual in the threatened districts, 
but to facilitate their evacuation if necessary. 

This policy follows the line of Secretary Stim- 
son’s pronouncement on the Nicaraguan situation last 
spring, when he Warned Americans to gather at 
coastal points, saying they could remain in the dan- 
gerous back country only “at their own risk and must 
ot expect American forces to be sent iffand to their 
aid.” This was assailed by some persons as a re- 
versal of Mr. Coolidge’s policy, that “the person and 
property of a citizen are a part of the general do- 
main of the nation, even when abroad; wherever he 
goes, these duties (of protection) of our Government 
must follow him.” But even Mr. Coolidge’s admin- 
istration did not always follow this singular defini- 
tion of the national domain. During the Chinese 
troubles of 1928, it warned Americans to withdraw 
from hostile zones and, in the words of Minister Mac- 
Murray, “to retire to points where they may be pro- 
tected.” These are the tactics being followed today. 

Further, a point is made of protecting American 
livés rather than American property in China. The 
latter is estimated at $50,000,000 in mission and 
philanthropic holdings and $155,000,000 in business 
investments. Mr. Stimson last May emphasized this 
point, and reiterated adherence to Elihu Root’s dec- 
laration of a quarter century ago, that it is “the estab- 
lished policy of the United States not to use its army 
and navy for the collection of debts.” Obviously, 
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troops if our forces attempted to do more than safe- 
guard the escape of Americans from war zones. The 
Government owes protection to nationals in those re- 
gions, anid cool-headedness on the part of our com: 
manders there can effect their strategie retreat with- 
out incurring the antagonism of either side. 


DEBAUCHING PUBLIC OFFICIALS. 

We afe in receipt of an amazing docunient from 
members of the New York, Wisconsin and California 
utility commissions, addressed in the form of an opéti 
letter to the National Association of Railroad ana 
Utilities Commissioners. ‘The letter deals with a 
crisig in the affairs of the national association 
caused by the insidious inflience of private util 
ity interests. In othef words, a group of public offi- 
cials, believing that “fegulation in thé several states 
is being sefiously imperiled by the present conduct 
of the affairs” of the national association, is éalling 
upon the latter to clean house. 

At the recent convention of the association in Rich- 
mond, Va., it appears that three resolutions,- offered 
to effect this purpose, wére ovéfwhélmingly defeated, 
The first attempted to bar representatives of the pri- 
vate utilities from meetings of the asseciation, 
seems these representatives descend in droves upon 
the conventions and endeavor to steer théir coursé, 
and are “bringing the good namé of the association 
The second resolution sought toe 
éstablish the permanent meeting place of the conven- 
In support of it, the point Was 
made that conventions have heretofore been held at 
Miami and othér plédstife résorts whefe opportunities 
for diversion (multiplied by the hospitality of the 
utilities) cut into the serious purposes of the meet- 
ing. Thus, thé association’s conventions have cotié 
to be regarded as mere junkets. The third resolution 
would have abolished the “supefvision” now éxercised 
by the association over such publications as the Pub- 
lic Utilities Fortnightly and Public Utility Reports. 
These magazines afe financed and controlled by the 
utility interests, and the impfopriety of the associa- 
tion’s confiection with them is obvious. 

We have frequently made the point that state utility 
regulation has broken down, partly for reasons out- 
side the control of state commissions, but it remains 
for some of the commissioners themselves to show 
that what remains of state regulation has been de- 
bauched by utility men. The process has gone so far 
that the commissioners, at an annual convention, 
proved deaf to appeals that their association be puri-

Robbery Confession Causes Re- 
lease of Alvernon Lytle by 
Nebraska Governor.

FORMOSO, Kan., Feb. 8.—A vic- 
tim ot the law’s error,. Alvernon 
(Doc) Lytle, is taking up his life 
where it was interrupted two years 
ago by a prison sentence for a 
crime he never committed.

[Lincoln restaurant. 

Lytle, visiting with his wife and 
19-months-old baby at the home of 
Mrs. Lytle’s parents here, explained 
“this restaurant job in Lincoln isn’t 
much, but I’m mighty glad to get it. 
“Times are hard you know.” 

Lytle said efforts were being 
made to compensate him for the 
time he spent in the penitentiary. 
He expressed the opinion, however, 
that he could expect no money un-

old head of Commonwealth College, 
near Mena, Ark., in the Ouachita 
Mountains, left St. Louis today to 
return to a curfewless campus 
where everybody works for a living. 
For Commonwealth, which owned 
but a tumble-down shack and 34 
cents seven years ago, is a college 
of working people created “to ena- 
ble workingmen and women to pre- 
pare for an inevitable change in 
our social order in the most intel- 
ligent way.” 

The director, America’s youngest 
college head, who defined the ob- 
jective of his institution, draws no 
salary nor do his 11 colleagues on 
the faculty. Several addresses here 
marked the end of a 4000-mile trip 
through the East on which he 
hitch-hiked to save railroad fares. 
“We're all poor together at Com- 
monwealth,”’ Koch explained, “and 
we'd rather have a student who can 
hit the nail on the head or who 
knows which end of a cow gets up 
first than one whose father is 
worth a million dollars.”

HEN Koch gets back to Com- 
monwealth he will resume a 
schedule Spartan in its sim- 
plicity and rigour. Clad in over- 
alls, the conventional garb of 
teachers and students, he will 
teach his labor history classes from 
7:80 a. m. until noon. After lunch 
he will do his stint of manual la- 
bor, in his case, doing carpenter 
work on the new print shop. Fac- 
ully members must work 15 hours
